F.C. SMITH SUGAR BEET 
ENTHUSIAST VISITED TOWN 


F. C. Smith, Publisher of the 
American at Manhattan, Montana, 
was a visitor in Strathmore last 
week, the guest of A. A. Moore ot 
the Standard, with whom he was 
associated for several years on the 
Calgary Albertan. 

Mr Smith or “Omaha” as he was 
popularly known while 
is the same enthusiastic individual 
that he was before returning to the 
land of Uncle Sam. 

While he was in Strathmore he 
had a most interesting conyersation 
with Mr R. S, Stockton during 
which time he enthused over his 
Pet project of getting a Sugar Fact- 
ory established at Manhattan at a 
cost of about ong million dollars,

and they expect to get it during 
1980. ; 
Mr Smith has been for several 


years advocating the growing of 
eugar beets in the Gallopin Valley 
apd last year the results obtained 
were so satisfactory that the Sugar 
Company are now taking up the 
work in earnest. 

Mr Smith said he could not un- 


getting a factory for the Bow Val- 
fey and that the Strathmore people 
should step on the gas before some 
| other locality gets the first factory. 

Of course said Mr Smith much 
work must be done to educate the 
growers in preparing the soil and 
then in handling the beet plants 
but believe me said “Omaha” it 
will be worth while.as it changes 
the dairy and stock conditions and 
leaves your tarmers free from the 
cares and worry o! a crop failure 
in growing grain in dry years.

While at Great Falls he met a 
deputation from near Lethbridge 
who were on their way to Salt Lake 
Utah. to take up with the Utab- 
Idaho company the proposition of 
@ second beet sugar factory in Al- 
berta. The proposal is originating 
im ‘the Lethbridge northern irriga- 
tion district, a 100,000 acre provin- 
cially controlled and managed pro- 
ject north of that city, and the 
growers association offers the com- 
pany @ guarantee of 8,000 acres of 
beéts ‘In 1930 and 10,000 acres in 
1981. 

Five. years ago the Utab- Idaho 
company established its first Cana- 
dian factory at Raymond. It has 
been operated successfully during 
those years and last fall sliced 62,- 
000 tons of beets, testing 18 per- 
cent sugar content, the highest 
sugar content in the world, it is 
claimed. 

While the Raymond mill, by ad- 
ding storage and lengthening the re 
fining campaign would be able to 
grind possibly aacther $0,000 tons 
of beets, it is admittedly impossible 
to handle all beets offered with 
every growing area in Alberta 
Promising increase acreage this 
year. 

It fe with this situation before 
them that the growers arg making 
®@ plea for a second factory some- 
where on the Lethbridge northern 
tract. 

At a conference with T. George 
Wood, Canadian manager for the 
Utah-Idaho company, growers put 
the proposition squarely up to him. 
Growers said they wanted to raise 
beets because the crop formed the 
basis of their rotational practice 
and also because it wa» uecessary 
to have a hoed crop fo keep farms 
clean. A cash crop like beets with 
& guaranteed basis price a ton was 
the most attractive. They point out 
that 4000 acres of beet land pled- 
aed is in first class shape and that 
the remainder is in fair condition, 
better than land offered the com- 
pany five years ago when the Ray- 
mond plant was built. Practicully 
all 8,000 acres has been fall irri- 
gated.

BOBBIE BURNS 
FAMOUS BARD 
OF SCOTLAND 


Next Saturday, 
every son and daughter of Scot- 
land will remember the b.rthday 
of the famous Bard of Ayr 

On January 25th, 1759, Robert 
Burns, beloved poet of Scotland, 
was born in a small clay cottage on 
a little farm two miles south of the 
town of Ayr, close to the old Allo 
way Kirk. “The Greatest of Scot- 
land,” the most original of the 18th 
century poets of Great Britain.” 
“one of the best song writers of 
the world’”’ —these are epithets of- 
ten applied to this man whose ver- 
ses are loved wherever the English 
language is spoken, and whose 
memory is revered on every anni- 
versary of his birth. 

Robert Burn’s father was a poor 
man, but intelligent and devout, 
and though the lad was encouraged 
to read and study, the opportunit- 
tes provided for any moments of 
leisure which would permit the 
reading of such volumes as he 
could procure, were few indeed. 
It is said of Burns that he used to 
eat his meals with a volume prop 
ped up in front of him, and used to

| work in the fields with a song book 
‘in his hand. From his fourteenth 


to his twentyfourth year, young 
Burns worked as the principal lab- 
orer on his father’s farm. Later; 
he went to a near-by town to learn} 
the trade of flax-dressing, and 
there he made the acquaintance of 
@ group of ruffianly, hard drinking 
young men to whom he was alter. 
nately a conundrum and a delight 
Here were sown the seeds of the 
evil habits which did no much tc 
ruin his later life. 
Sold Verees 

In 1784 his father died, and with 
his brother Robert rented a stall 
farm at Mossgiel, where many of 
his best poems, including “The 
Cotter’s Saturday Night,” were 
written, But the farm, like their 
former ventures, proved a failure, 
and Burns, weariod of that kin? of 
f+ end worried be the consequen 
ces of his youth(u: follies, laid 
.'ups for einige? sting to the West 
fudies, In ordev to secure suffivi- 
ent money to finance this trip he 
sold a volume of verse called 
‘Poems: Chiefly in the Scottish 
Tialect.” The result entirely uney- 
pected to Burns, was nation-wide 
in its effect. ‘the whole country 
was taken by storm, and the sud- 
fenly popular poet was induced io 
visit Edinburgh where he became 
the Hterary and social lion of the 
day. His verses were quoted every 
where, and it was said that ever 
the servants would barter a new 
costume or go without food to pro 
cure a copy of his small volume 

Burns’ winter in Ed@aburgh was 
marked by his popularity with all

| classes, but there as at home, he 
| found rough and drunken compan- 
ions with whom he spent many 
hours. As Burns’ early life was a 
struggle with poverty so the sec 
ond period of his existence was a 
struggle against vice. He was a sim 
Ple and naturally affectionate man, 
and he made many friends mong 
the cultured and well eucated peo- 
ple of the city who admired his 
straightforward speech and sincere 
views, even as he was welcomed 
by the lower class. 

Moves Again 

zFrom the sale of a second edi- 
tion of his poems he secured suf- 
ficient money to permit his pur- 
chase of a farm at Ellisland, in 
Southern Scotland, At this time he 
married Jean Armour, who was, a8 
one historian says “the most per- 
manent of his many loves” True it 
is, at all events, that he wrote many 
pretty verses to one maiden or an- 
other, swearing eternal devotion to 
this lass or that with evident sin- 
cerity (at the moment) and in ex- 
cellent style. Following his marri- 
age he spent the happiest period 
of his life, but it was of short dur- 
ation In 1789he escured the post: 
tion of revenue tax collector of 
liquors, but this proved but anoth- 
er mis-step in his unhappy career. 
His intemperance steadily became 
worse, and he finally was forced to 
abandon his farm and seek resid- 
ence in the neighboring town of
